LONDON, Aug. 2 (AP).—The 
arrival of still another American 
convoy—the greatest yet — with 
more thousands of fighting-fit 
United States troops stirred Brit- 
fish observers anew today to spec- 
ulation on a second front. 

The size of the convoy, so large 
that its laden troopships and trans- 
ports scattered “to many British 
ports to unload men and weapons 
now dispersed ‘among waiting 
American bases, accounted only 
partly for the predictions of sec- 
ond front possibilities. 

Britons noted also the prepared- 
ness of the Americans for absorb- 
ing reinforcements, the front-line 
caliber of the men sent to this 
war theater, the material which 
accompanied them, the variety of 
branches they represented, the em- 
phasis on air strength in both men 
and supplies and the psychological 
moment of their arrival. 

The announcement that the vast 
gea train had disgorged new fight- 
ing strength on British soil came 
while London papers were filled 
with comment analyzing Prime 
Minister Churchill's recent mission 
to Moscow and calling last week's 
battle of Dieppe only a portent 
of things to come. 

Bases Now Ready. 

Because of 24-hour-a-day work 
Setting up huge bases in Britain, 
the Americans now are able to ab- 
sorb. ground forces at a greatly 
accelerated pace and the striking 
power of the air force, it was 
pointed out, can be doubled and 
redoubled quickly now that the 
months of preliminary prepara- 
tion are behind it. 

The eagerness of the new United 
States troops for action—their 
motto is: “Let’s get it over with” 
—and their smart, well-drilied ap- 
pearance at the debarkation ports 
accented the statement of Maj. 
Gen. Mark Clark, commander of 
United States ground troops in the 
European zone, that only “crack” 
@utfits were being sent here. 

Among the vessels which have 
been hauling troops there appeared 
at one British port for the first 
time a Liberty ship—a heartening 
sight to Britons, acutely aware of 
civilian and military privations 
which are attributed by their lead- 
ers to shipping losses. 

Tank crews filled their machines 
with gasoline at the dock and 
_ drove away ready for action,

The Germans apparently were 
pouring new reserves and every 
piece of equipment available into 
the fight for Stalingrad in an 
effort to capture one of their 
major 1942 objectives before the 
weather turns against them. 

“The enemy is increasing his 
pressure in the center of the Don 
bend,” the Army newspaper Red 
Star said, 

Stalingrad with its vast tractor 
plants which now produce tanks, 
its oi] refineries and numerous 
other industrial plants is a rich 
prize, Also important is its loca- 
tion athwart the Volga, aljong' 
which the oil of Baku and Allied 
supplies shipped via the Persian 
Gulf reach central Russia. 

Red Star reported the Germans 
had lost more than 1000 men in 
one attempt to cross the river. In 
}one sector of the Kletskaya region, 
the midnight communique said 
that “not less than half the effec- 
tives” of the Italian Celere Di- 
vision had been destroyed by Rus- 
sian tanks and infantry. 

Trench and Mobile Fighting. 

Fighting in the Kotelnikovski 
sector developed into a strange 
combination of trench and mobile 
warfare with the Reds holding the 
Germans stubbornly at some points 
and maneuvering to meet them 
elsewhere at points where the So- 
viet lines were shattered. 

The Russians defended them- 
selves under difficult conditions 
with a hot west wind and shifting 
brush fires showering them with 
ashes and embers. The narrow 
streams in jhat region were dried 
up and the wells were few and far 
apart. 

The Nazis used the fires as a 
screen for mechanized attacks but 
the Reds kept their heads above 
their trenches even while the 
flames crackled around them. They 
directed their own gunfire against 
the advancing enemy machines. 

Red Star described a spectacular 
encounter in which the Russians 
liquidated a German break 
through, drove the enemy back 
seven to nine miles and restored 
their own positions. The Nazis 
had cracked the Soviet lines by 
throwing 100 tanks unexpectedly 
against a small Russian unit. They 
drove into the depths of the de- 
fenses and launched an attack on 

an exposed flank, 

Nazi Tanks Desert 
A large Russian unit moved. up 
to fill the gap and met 52 enemy 
tanks driving along unsuspecting- 
ly with their trap doors open. At 
the first shots of the Russian ar- 
tillery, the Germans slammed their 
doors and dashed forward trying 
to break the Soviet¢ defense. 

Soviet fire was said to have re- 
pulsed the tanks, burning four and 
damaging thr The enemy ar- 
mored force t en was reported to 
have withdrawn leaving the infan- 
try unsupported. Russian foot 
troops charged into the attack, 
throwing the Nazis back to a rail- 
way line, and finally forced them 
into full retreat to their original 
lines. The Germans were said ®o 
have left 600 dead on the field.

The raid on Darwin, possibly a 
counterblow against Allied air 
forces which have been hammering 
the enemy-held island of Timor in 
recent weeks, was the first big 
foray since July 30 when the Jap- 
anese sent over 27 heavy bombers 
and 22 fighters.

CHUNGKING; Aug. 24 (AP). — 
Chinese forces have captured Lin- 
chwan (Fuchow) in Central Kiang- 
si, second most important Jap- 
anese base in the province, the 
Chinese high command announced 
tonight. 

‘Linchwan, on the Fu River, 60 


miles southeast of Nanchang, the 
main enemy base in the province, 
has been under Chinese siege for 
two weeks. Unitéd States Army 
planes supported the Chinese 
ground forces in the early phases 
of the siege. , 

The Japanese withdrawal from 
Linchwan, where it was estimated 
recently that they had 20,000 men, 
strengthened a widespread belief 
here that the invaders were pulling 
large forces out of East China. 

A Chinese communique § said 
Linchwan was attacked from sev- 
éral directions by troops which 
reached its walls at dawn yester- 
day, charged on into the city, and 
drove the Japanese out with more 
than 700 casualties by dusk. 

The Chinese also were reported 
by the: Central News Agency to 
have captured Changshan, only 25 
miles west of Chuhsien, one of the 
principal air bases in East China 
from which United States planes 
could bomb Japan. 

Chinese forces were believed con- 
verging on Chusien from the east 
and northeast. 

Other Chinese troops were said 
to be striking at Juihung, 30 miles 
east of Nanchang, 

Under heavy pressure, the Jap- 
anese were reported. hastily with- 
drawing along the Chekiang-Ki- 
angsi railway . gained 
at heavy cost, and Chinese press 
dispatches said the fall of Juihung 
was expected shortly. The Chinese

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Deferment Barred for Men Seeking 
Navy or Coast Guard Commissions 


Ruling by State Draft Director Does Not 


| Affect Time Extensions Already. 
Given, Officials Announce. 


A new selective service ruling, 
which prohibits deferments from 
induction in the army for men 
seeking commissions in the Navy 
or Coast Guard became effective 
yesterday. 

John J. Griffin, chairman of the 
St. Louis Association of Draft 
Board Officials, announced that 
the new ruling, issued~ by Col. 
Claude C. Earp, State Draft Direc- 
to, did not cancel deferments al- 
ready granted, but none could be 
renewed or extended. 

Ordinarily, he said, from 30 to 
60 days is required for official ac- 
tion on applications for such com- 
missions, even after physical ex- 
aminations have been passed. 

Griffin said the ruling applied 
only to the Navy and Coast Guard, 
as applicants for commissions in 
the Army must be in class 3-A— 
deferred because of dependents— 
and Marine Corps applicants are 
first enlisted as privates. 


In the Army, applicants for offi- 
cers’ training are shifted from, 


class 3A to 1A and must go through 
a three-month basic training pe- 
riod after induction. 

If an Army applicant fails to 
obtain a commission, he is re- 


turned to class 3A as a civilian, 
Griffin pointed out. 

“This pre-induction ruling,” he 
said, “naturally does not affect 
men already in the Army, who 
may apply for Army commissions 
after their basic training. If these 
men fail to earn commissions, they 
are returned to their previous rat- 
ings.” 

- Under the new selective service 
ruling, a man called for army 
service by his draft board must 
report immediately and, if he 
passes his examinations, he is in- 
ducted into the army at once. All 
that can halt his induction is the 


receipt of a commission before he 
‘ 


is sworn in. a, 

The new ruling, however, has 
no effect on the right of any man 
about to be drafted ‘to enlist in 
any branch of the armed forces he 
chooses, Griffin said. 

Up to this time, Griffin said, 
draft boards have often granted 
requests for deferments for men 
seeking commissions,‘ when’ Navy 
and Coast Guard officers have 
asked for them. These requests 
have been taken. to indicate, he

With 
his, body thus loosened from the 
sand, they were able to pull him 
out with a rope. 

Mother Watches Rescuers.

That is, 
they were compelled to sit on the 
ifoor with their knees drawn up 
in front of them. When some of 
the prisoners had violated the reg- 
gations and the guards were un- 
able to find the culprits, they 
compelled all of us to sit on our 
fet with our heads lowered. As 
we were always forced to face 
toward Tokyo during this opera- 
tion, it became known as the “New 
Order Kneeling Posture.” Several 
fimes in my cell prisoners were 
compelled to sit on their feet as 
long as Six or eight hours and as 
aresult were not able to walk for 
several days. 

The beating of Chinese prisoners 
by the guards was an almost con- 
tinuous procedure. All through the 
night we would hear screams in- 
licating some poor devil was be- 
ing punished for a real or fancied 
violation of the rules.

OHN BENJAMIN POW-

Every morning we were re- 
moved from the cells and taken 
across the courtyard to a wash- 
house where each man was pro- 
vided with a toothbrush and told 
to use it and wash. We were 
warned not to talk. This was the 
only time the prisoners ever got 
together except at rare ihtervals 
when we were permitted to take 
exercise in the courtyard under di- 
rection of a military officer in uni- 
form. We were permitted no read- 
ing matter. 


The condition of my feet, which 
pained me severely at Bridge 
House Prison, rapidly became 
worse, due, I suppose, to the freez- 
ing weather which prevailed all 
through March in Shanghai’s cold- 
est winter. I frequently complained 
and asked that a. doctor be sent to 
examine me, but this had little ef- 
fect until my feet had swollen to 
about twice their normal size and 
turned purple. Meanwhile my 
weight had. dropped from about 
150 pounds when I entered Bridge- 
House Prison to about 80 or 90 
pounds. I was unable to walk due 
to weakness and the condition of 
my feet. One of the British prison- 
ers also complained about pain in 
his feet, and another Briton had 
so many boils on his neck that he 
could not lift up his head, 


Finally Put in Hospital. 


, The food here was somewhat 
better as we got a bowl of sea- 
weed in addition to the rice, 
which was all that was provided 
at Bridge-house. -The seaweed 
was fairly palatable at first but 
after a while we became tired 
of it. The food sent in from 
the outside came from the city 
by truck and usually arrived 
frozen. Since I could no longer 
put on my shoes the Japanese 
finally sent for a doctor who made 
ar examination of my feet. He 
gave me a daily injection for 
about two weeks, but this brought 
no relief, Finally I was taken to 
Shanghai General Hospital and in- 
formed that I was still under mil- 
itary detention and could receive 
no visitors and talk to no one but 
my doctor and the sisters who 
served as nurses. I was in hos- 
pital under the treatment of Dr. 
W. H. Gardiner tor three months 
before I was removed directly to 
the 8. 8S. Conte Verde, which 
brought Americans out of the 
Orient, 


I doubt if there hag been an in- 
stance where human beings re- 
ceived such treatment since the 
days of African slavery, As far 
as foreigners were concerned the 
Japanese seemed to be following 
a plan to arrest key men as a 
means of intimidating the entire 
population. Several times they 
made mistakes which took several 
days to rectify, but the poor vic-

Americans Fight Zeros ‘As Thick 


Ais Bees’ in Raids on New Guinea 


Crews of B-25 Bombers Go Out Daily Against 
Heavy Opposition to Blast Japanese Air 
Bases at Lae and Salamaua.

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
Aug. 24.— 

OMBING Lae and Salamaua is 
becoming something like put- 
ting on shoes and socks to a 
group of American bombing pilots, 
For some weeks they have been 
doing both the same number of 
times. Three months ago if you 
had told them they would be do- 
ing shuttle service over the jagged, 
green rampart of Stanley Owen 
Range in Central New Guinea to 
make life more explosive for Jap- 
anese living in two bases on the 
northern shore, they probably 
would not have denied the predic- 


ition. Anything is possible in this 


war, but certainly they never ex- 
pected to Be operating a shuttle 
service of destruction in the teeth 
of tough Japanese Navy Zero op- 
position, 

The job has been to make the 
long runway at Lae, which almost 
touches the seashore, and the oth- 
er principal takeoff at Salamaua 
—a town which is unmistakably 
marked by a bulb-shaped promon- 
tory—uninhabitable for Japanese 
planes whether real or dummy. 
Once these were hives for Zeros 
which regularly strafed Port 
Moresby. 


Their Job Is Tough. 

They fly B-25s (North American 
two-motored”medium bombers). 
Less powerfully armored than 
their big brother, Flying Fort- 
resses, these boys have a tougher 
time handling the Zeros. A fight- 
er pilot who saw them attacked 
over the pass in Owen Range said: 

“The Zeros were clustered around 
them as thick as bees. You could 
hardly tell which were our planes 
so thickly were the Zeros weaving 
in and out. The air was so full of 
tracers it looked like strings being 
unwound. The Zeros were making 
passes from every direction and 
our boys were simply trying to 
shoot their way through them.”, 

Under such uneven conditions it 
is not expected that the B-25s 
should come through without Ioss. 
But although their planes are less 
famous than either the B-17 Flying 
Fortresses or the arrowlike B-26s, 
which are both faster and better 
armed, their crews need propor- 
tionately more courage. If proof 
were needed that they have it, 
proof is present in the fact that 
whatever number comes back from 
the last raid everybody always 
goes out on the next. 

Together we sat upomthe long, 
dusty runway while in the back- 
ground engineers hustled new loads 
of bombs down the-runway (al- 
ways called in New Guinea “the 
strip”). The first “25” off had the

His. “expansion” for war produc- 
tion consisted of hiring Fogelsong-

SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, 
- Aug. 24 (AP). 


HEY speak with awe in Can- 
T adian army camps of the 

“main beach at Dieppe” where 
three Canadian infantry battalions, 
tankmen, engineers and provost 
fought the longest sustained action 
of the raid on the old French town. 
The battle of the beach was the 
main Canadian attack—boldly di- 
rected at the town itself. From the 
stories told by the men who came 
back this general picture has been 
pieced together: 
The Essex Scottish landed at 
about 5:20 a. m. Wednesday on the 
eastern half of the mile-long gravel 
and shale beach, 75 yards wide. 
The Royal Hamilton Light Infan- 
try went in at the same time on 
the western half with the Calgary 
tank battalion, provost and = sap- 
pers. Les Fusiliers Mont Royal 
landed later as reserves. 


Barbed Wire Defenses. 

Halfway up the beach, stretched 
across the Canadians’ path, was 
barbed wire. The attackers faced a 


row of buildings looking to the 
beach across the broad promenade 
edge which was supported by a 
long seawall. 

The defenders had field guns 
and the row cf buildings they oc- 
cupied bristled with machine guns 
and trench mortars. 

The Royal Air Force and the 
Navy plastered Dieppe for half an 
hour before the Canadians swept 
in from small troop-carrying craft 
and bigger tank-landing boats. 

The first wave of Canadians met 
blistering machine-gun and mortar 
fire as they swept up the beach, 
cut through barbed wire and ad- 
vanced to take cover behind the 
seawall, 10 feet high at the eastern 
end and lowering gradually to two 
feet at the western extremity. 


Tanks in Difficulty. 

In 10 minutes the long wall was 
lined with troops of the Essex 
Scottish and the Royal Hamilton 
Light Infantry. Some tanks had 
been landed by then but were hav- 
ing preliminary difficulty in get- 
ting a solid hold for their treads 
on the shale. 

Heavy shelling and a torrent of 
small-arms fire prevented some of 
the troops from debarking from 
the tank-landing craft. 

The Hamilton battalion drove 
forward in force and finally cap- 
tured the Dieppe Casino, a group 
of large buildings at the western 
end of the beach. Taking the 
Casino which was filled with Ger- 
mans was one of the features of 
the main beach operation. 

The Hamilton troops moved 
from the Casino into the town. 
Capt. Denny Whitaker, former 
Hamilton Tiger star football quar- 
terback, led one detachment well 
into Dieppe proper and hand-to- 
hand combat followed. Whitaker 
was among the men who got back. 


Drive to Postoffice. | 
One of the other Hamilton de- 
tachments battling in the streets 
reached the postoffice near the 
heart of the town despite the ex- 
posure to Nazi snipers who were

VERYTHING you've ever seen in the movies, and then 
some,” said the youthful American pilots of American Flying 
Fortresses, trying to convey to me their experiences during 


two initial combats of these much-discussed products of American 


aircraft genius, 


The crews and their superior officers are jubilant over the per~ 
formance of the Fortresses in the tough battle over the North Sea 
Friday, with 20 or 25 Focke-Wulf 190s (Germany’s best fighter air- 
craft, whose speed had been clocked as high as 500 miles an hour), 


and in the Dieppe battle two days 


previously, which was the greatest 


engagement of fighter aircraft in history. 


The American airmen’s enthusi- 
asm is significant because most of 
the British aviators with whom I 
had talked prior to these engage- 
ments had not liked the Fortresses 
as a result of disappointing per- 
formances in British hands. The 
American pilots say that the Brit- 
ish are revising their opinion of 
the Fortresses since Dieppe and 
Friday's North Sea engagement, 
and are confident that the Fort- 
resses will have a big role in the 
future, 

The armament of the Fortresses 
has been strengthened many-fold 
and other improvements have been 
made since the British first used 
them, and the American crews 
have benefited also by long per- 
sonal familiarity with the excep- 
tionally large and complicated 


craft. 
Crews’ Morale High. 
The crews were dog tired as the 
result of tremendous strain and a 
long sleepless period when I visit- 
ed them, but cheerfully postponed 
going to bed to tell how it felt to 
meet a battle-seasoned enemy, 
fighting with first-class planes. 
Their ordeal had sobered them, for 
the co-pilot of one Fortress was 
killed and its pilot injured. Inci- 
dentally, another plane, piloted by 
Capt. Robert Coulter of La Grange, 
Ilh, and Leland 8. Rolf of Virginia, 
Ill. was hit four times, but their 
morale was as Tine as any I have 
seen in squadrons comprised of 
men who have participated in 
scores of combats or flights ove 
territory. 


The crews praised the captains 
and the captains praised the 
crews as the “best in the Army.” 
When one remembers that only a 
short time ago, 21-year-old gunner 
William Schimke, who shot down 
two Focke-Wulf 190s on Friday, 
was working in a Manistee (Mich.) 
shoe shop, and 21-year-old John 
Hughes of Whitestone, L. L, was 
a photostat clerk in a New York 
bank as recently as Pearl Harbor— 
and these are typical of crew mem- 
bers—their feat in bringing down 
perhaps 12 of an F.-W. 190 pack at 
least five times as numerous as the 
Fortresses engaged is immensely 
impressive and intensely dramatic, 

The whole North Sea battle last- 
ed 25 minutes, “but it seemed five 
years,” said one gunner amid gen- 
eral approbation. Their fighter 
escort was no longer with them 
so they had to fight alone at be- 
tween 20,000 and 24,000 feet—some 
of the highly-maneuverable Ger- 
man planes getting within 30 yards, 


Fought With One Hand. 
Hughes’ oxygen mask came off 
and his fingers were so numb he 
could not replace it. He held the 
mask in one hand, the fingers of 
which showed signs of frostbite as

Whether Uraguay and other Latin American coun- 
tries will support Brazil with a declaration of war 
against the Axis is still a question. True, they are 
referring to the Havana agreement which declares 
that an attack on one American state shall be deemed 


“not be considered as a mandate to open hostilities, 
it is going to have. such practical results as the 
designation of Brazil as a non-belligerent. That 
would mean that all the ports and all the resources 
of the continent are at its disposal. 

Significant is the fact that Argentina and Chile 
are among those considering such definitely un- 
friendly action against the Axis. Chile apparently 
has been ready to break off relations with Berlin and 
Rome for some time, holding off the action only so 
that it might coincide with the visit of its President 
to the United States, but in the Argentine, the pro- 
Axis element has been strong. 

Now it begins to look as though the Buenos Aires 
politicians are giving way before the feeling of South 
American solidarity, or at least before the very prac- 
tical consideration that, as the one American country 
which has not declared itself against the Axis, they 
would leave their nation in a very unfavorable 
position during and especially after the war. 

Whatever the motives and whatever the methods, 
South America is moving to the support of Brazil. 
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ABOUT THE COST OF THE WAR. 

The Department of Commerce reports that the war 
effort cost 31 per cent of the national income during 
the second three months of 1942 as against 15 per 
cent in the last quarter of 1941—the last of the pre- 
Pearl Harbor era. 

It reports further, that the national income rate 
went up to 112 billion dollars a year in the second 
quarter of 1942 as against 95 billions in the last three 
months of 1941. ) 

Here are two very good reasons why the American 
people should buy bonds—at least up to the Treas- 
ury’s 10 per cent goal: (1) the Government needs this 
money and more to pay for the war, and (2) Amer- 
ican pay envelopes have fattened so that the burden 
of bond-buying—actually no more than the depriva- 
tion always called for by thrift and investment—is 
far from a heavy one. 
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H. M. S. UPHOLDER’S GREAT RECORD. 

The British Admiralty, which so frequently seems 
to take a cold delight in issuing stilted and laconic 
communiques on the most stirring sea actions, has 
actually been aroused by the career of His Majesty's 
Submarine Upholder. The Upholder, one of the so- 
called “baby class” of 615-tonners and built after 
the war began, simply failed to come back from its 
twenty-fifth Mediterranean patrol. The short but 
highly successful career of this craft and its crew 
included bagging three enemy submarines, a de- 
stroyer and 15 transports, with three of more than 
17,000 tons, and a record of 23 sinkings in 36 attacks. 

For one underwater craft to bag three of its kind 
is most unusual and affords proof of the skill and 
daring of its commander as well ag the ability of 
its crew. In the last World War, the value of. ex- 
perienced submariners was proved by the fact that 
the top 25 German commanders sank a total of 
4,000,000 tons of shipping while the remaining 250 
got 6,500,000 tons. For that reason alone, the loss 
of the Upholder and her crew is not a light one. May 
her commander and his men enjoy a hearty recep- 
tion and a well-earned rest in- Davy Jones’ locker 
with Drake, Nelson and Beatty.

Will Hitler have another winter to coast along 
with his past victories and prepare for future dangers 
or will he be challenged decisively in Western Europe 
before the snow falls? 
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HOW TO MAKE PEGLER AND BABSON HAPPY. 

Westbrook Pegler, who “never did believe in the 
five-day week for anyone, except as a means of dis- 
tributing work,” dissertated at length the other day 
on working hours. He deplored the “heroes of the 
assembly line” who put in a mere 40 hours at oc- 
casionally pressing a button. He was grieved by 
railway workers who “are paid almost as much 
for loafing as they earn by working.” But he was 
greatly cheered by a letter from a Kansas farmer’s 
wife who outlined her day as running from “4:30 
a. m. until 10:30 at night, including three big meals 
for a lot of farm hands and doing around the 
house and caring for the pigs and fowl.” 

Mr. Pegler should give that farm wife’s address 
to Roger Babson, the grand old charts and statistics 
man, who also expressed irritation in his column 
recently because “of shorter hours everyone is work- 
ing” and who was extremely pained when he “‘called 
upon a prominent farmer on a work day and found 
him and his family in bed at 7:30 a. m.” 

It is fine that Messrs. Pegler and Babson, in con- 
templating a housewife who works 18 hours a day 
and 126 hours a week, can get a little fun out of 
life. Can’t somehody add to their joy by finding a 
good old sweatshop employing children at 10 hours 
a day? 
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Hadn’t Tom Dysart better start boosting St. Louis 
as a summer resort town? 
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ANOTHER CONCESSION TO THE SILVER BLOC. 

The problem of providing silver for industrial uses 
has now been partly solved, but the silver bloc has 
not had to yield one iota of its special privileges. 

Industry has been barred from using domestic 
silver because the Treasury buys all of it at the 
subsidy price of 71 cents an ounce, fixed by Con- 
gress in 1934, a price about twice the metal’s actual 
value. This store of silver is set aside by law for 
monetary backing, but far more has been accumu- 
lated than is necessary for this purpose. ‘Industry 
has depended on foreign silver, but this also was cut 
off when the Government fixed a ceiling price of 
35% cents an ounce, a figure so low that it dis- 
couraged Mexican mine operators. 

Silver is needed in many war industries as a sub- 
stitute for scarce metals. In the civilian field, the 
extensive jewelry and tableware industry was threat- 
ened with ruin by the restrictions. The logical pro- 
cedure, of course, would be to release some of the 
enormous hoard of this metal stored away by the 
Treasury, but the silver bloc in Congress would never 
stand for that, war or no war. 

The solution announced by the State Department 

is another concession to this bloc. The ceiling price 
on imported silver is raised to 45 cents an ounce, 
which means that this couhtry now will subsidize 
Mexican mining interests, in addition to the existing 
subsidy for domestic producers. The higher ceiling 
means increases in the cost of war and civilian goods 
using silver, and s0 is inflationary. 
Meanwhile, the greater part’ of the Treasury's 
110,000-ton store of the metal is lying idle in the 
vaults. More silver is being mined by manpower 
that could just as well be doing necessary. work. 
Even in wartime, the silver bloc is powerful enough 
to maintain a policy of favoritism that was inde- 
fensible even in time of peace.

It is time We 
began to add the “third dimension” to our newspaper surveys. 
This third dimension ig time or duration. It isn't enough to 
inquire if readera look at pictures. We should find out how 
long they gaze at them. |

LET US SUPPOSE that at least 90 per cent of all readers 
will look at a picture page in the newspaper. I refer here to 
the wirephotos, not the comics. But if they spend only 30 sec- 
onds on the page, they haven't shown as much interest therein 
as if but 50 per cent of them had spent 60 seconds on a full 
printed page. A standard size newspaper has eight columns 
to the page, and can include about 5000 words of copy. Doesn't 
it seem possible that a good editor can show a much higher 
“exposure value” for a printed page than for a picture page? 
By “exposure value,” I mean the product obtained by multiply- 
ing the percentage of readers by the average time they spend 
on the page. In using pictures, I should advise that they be 
scattered through the paper. Thus their attention attracting 
value will help the printed pages, without detracting from 
the value of the pictures, Besides, they will thus aid the ad- 
vertisers, who run their ads on those inside pages. A full page 
of pictures leaves no room for ads. 
x k * } 
IN CHOOSING PICTURES, moreover, we ought to remem- 
ber human interest. Many of the pictures now run in news- 
papers have hardly any human interest. A wirephoto, for ex- 


_ ample, showing some airplanes calmly flying over the ocean 


near Singapore, doesn't hold the attention of the average reader. 
They are only airplanes. They aren't engaged in battle, so there 
is no conflict depicted. No sex interest is portrayed. Not even 
a puppy mascot is visible to add human interest. Just because 
a photographer risked his neck to get the picture, or because it 
demonstrates the scientific fact that photos can now be trans- 
mitted by wire, it still is not enough reason to warrant wasting 
an eighth or a quarter of a valuable newspaper page on the pic- 
ture. It must ring the bell of human interest or it shouldn't 
appear in a newspaper.

HAT artists never commit murder, The only artist ever 
accused was Andrea del Castagno, the Florentine.

That’s the 
way we are- misunderstood by 
those around us, Artists are a 
kindly lot. Their only fault, if 
any, is that they are restless and 
do several things equally well. 
Samuel F. B. Morse was d bang-up 
portrait painter who took time out 
to invent the.telegraph. His pal 
and fellow art student was Robert 
Fulton, Fulton gave up portrait 
painting and went into the steam- 
ee boat business. You probably know 
— E— that Leonardo da Vinci invented 
DEAN CORNWELL the tank and the machine gun, as 
well as hundreds of other things now in use.

THAT MICHELANGELO, who was a sculptor, was signed to 
paint the ceiling of the Sistine Chapel, not because he was 
thought to be the best man—the opposite—they hoped he'd fall

was the father of present day illustrators—he was the first artist 


_ to do “life-like attitudes.” That Gene Buck was the first artist 


I ever copied—he used to do the song covers for Jerome H. 
Remick. That Howard Pyle, who painted the most blood-thirsty 
pictures ever done and created the “pirate” as the world knows 
him on paper, was the most devout of men, a Quaker. “That the 
highest prices ever paid for paintings by living men were in the 
late “Nineties.”

medical students of late is marked: 
In the senior class of the medical 
school where I teach there are six 
women out of a total class of 70. 
Twenty years ago one would have 
stood out and probably have been 
the butt of not too gentle jokes, 
but that is all over. 

According to “Tab’s” very inter- 
esting account, there are 31 women 
internes this year out of a total of 
244 at Bellevue Hospital, New 
York. Bellevue pays them $18 a 
month, plus room, food and laun- 
dry. This is a small salary com- 
paratively, but Bellevue can afford 
to pay a smal) salary on account 
of the prestige attached to it with 
its very large number of patients 
and excellent teaching staff. I 
know many hospitals not quite so 
well known or as large, but where 
the experience is excellent, where 
the woman doctor gets $50 to $75 
during her interne year and $150 


during the advanced year of resi- 


dency. 

As to the capabilities of the 
woman doctor, so far as my ex- 
perience goes, they are up to and 
often beyond the average man 
medical student. They have se- 
lected the career because they are 
vitally interested in it, because it 
is a true call or vocation, and that, 
added even to average intelligence, 
makes for a more than average 
students,

DURING THE NEXT few years 
the woman medico will come into 
her own. The Afmy and Navy 
have made most generous offers 
to medical students. They are 
practically all of draft age, of 
course, but they are allowed to 
complete their course and also 
complete one year of hospital in- 
terneship before they enter service 
(which they do with the rank of 
First Lieutenant). But the year 
or two of residency which follows 
the interne year is closed to them 
for the emergency, and here the 
woman doctor has the greatest 
chance of all time. A dozen hos- 
pitals known to me are clamoring 
for residents. 

The full-fledged woman doctor is 
especially qualified to practice 
gynecology, obstetrics, diseases of 
children, eye and ear disease, but 
these fields do not limit her pow- 
ers, Several hospitals in the coun- 
try are entirely staffed by women 
— all the surgery is done by

Tyers got his opportunity when 
Kenneth Spencer, Negro baritone, 
who as Joe was to sing “Old Man 
River,” had to be withdrawn from 
the show on opening night because 
of throat trouble and Tyers was 
slapped into the gap. The dark 
makeup he used turned him only 
into a sort of milk chocolate color, 
and as some spectators pointed 
out, his sharp features made him 
look several generations removed 
from the original Joe. But if he 
didn’t quite look the part, he did 
by “Old Man River” as “Old Man 
River” should be done by. The 
audience, which had been advised

of the situation, was generous with 

applause, and everyone, with the 

possible exception of Spencer, was 

very, very happy.

“It was the most exciting mo- 
ment I’ve ever had in my life,” he 
said with enthusiasm, “One of 
those motion picture finishes. Real 
Broadway business. The wonder- 
ful thing about it was that all the 
kids in the chorus, and the dan- 
cers and principals were so swell.
